In an effort to provide gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgender students with 
a more supportive learning environment, 
the UNO Office of Diversity and Equal 
Opportunity is establishing safe zones. 

“Undertaking this campaign is a 
natural extension of the university’s desire to 
support equity in its many manifestations on 
campus,” said Sharon Ulmar, assistant to the 
chancellor for diversity andequal opportunity 
at UNO. “We believe in inclusion on campus, 
meaning that everyone is included and feels 
welcomed in the environment.” 

According to Ulmar, the safe zones will 
provide students with a place where they 
can freely discuss issues that come with life 
as a GLBTOQ student at UNO. 

“We know that there are students, faculty 
and staff that fall into some of those areas and 
we want them to feel comfortable,” Ulmar 
said. “The safe zones help the students to 
feel comfortable and to know who they can 
talk with.” 

Professor Frank Bramlett is leading the 
effort to create and designate these areas. 

Bramlett, an associate professor of Native 


American and Women’s Studies, opted to 
lead the program because of his involvement 
with Ulmar’s office. 

“AS a gay man myself, I make it a point 
to reach out to my gay/lesbian students to 
make sure that they can come to me if they 
need to come to me,” Bramlett said. 

“I, myself, have been a member of 


GLSTEN for a number of years. That's . 


where I got my signs. GLSTEN stands for 
Gay, Lesbian, Straight Educators Network. 
It's a nationwide organization that tries to 
make high schools safe for gay and lesbian 
students.” 

The sign on Bramlett’s office door in the 
English department designates his office as 
a safe zone. 

“We're working on a campaign to get 
more of those on everyone's doors,” Ulmar 
said. “It should be forthcoming later on this 
semester.” 

Students can also seek advice from the 
office of diversity and equal opportunity, 
another safe zone on campus. 

Bramlett said, “The whole thing is 
about making sure that the students on this 
campus who are gay, lesbian, transgender 
understand that they may not be welcomed 
in all places on the campus, but there are

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UNO plays host to thousands at conference on information systems

More than 1,000 people: attended 
the annual Americas Conference on 
Information Systems held at the Qwest 
Convention Center in downtown Omaha 
August 11-14. 

This year the event was hosted by the 
University of Nebraska at Omaha’s College 
of Information Science and Technology 
in conjunction with the Association for 
Information Systems (AIS). The Peter 
Kiewit Institute was also an event sponsor. 

TwoUNOprofessors were fundamental 
in bringing the conference to Omaha. 
Professor Ilze Zigurs, secretary of the AIS, 
and~Prof. Deepak Khazanchi, chairman of

the department of Information Systems 
and Qualitative Analysis, initially placed a 
bid for the AIS’s December conference—the 


International Conference on Information 


Systems. 

“The whole thing started about four 
years ago,” Khazanchi said. 

UNO’s main competition for the 
conference was the University of Nevada 
at Las Vegas. Las Vegas was awarded 
the December convention, but the August 
meeting was offered to Omaha. 

“Even though it’s called the Americas 
conference, this one is more inclusive,” 
Khazanchi told the Gateway. Attendees 
from 40 different countries arrived inOmaha 
for the weekend conference. Hundreds 
of different institutions, ranging from the 


Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
(MIT) to lesser-known Latin American 
universities were represented. 

Helped by the Peter Kiewit Institute, 
this year has shown some of the largest 
financial contributions for an AIS conference. 
“UNO is well respecfed by our business 
community,” Khazanchi said. 

Besides the Peter Kiewit Institute, 
conference sponsors included the Greater 
Omaha Convention and Visitors Bureau, 
the AIM Institute, Union Pacific, Mutual 
of Omaha, and First National Bank of 
Omaha. 

“It was a great success,” Zigurs 
said. She also recalled an anecdote of an 
Australian delegate approaching her on an 
elevator in the Qwest Center to tell her that

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the conference “was well worth the trip.” 

“AMCIS 2005 @ Omaha: A Conference 
on a Human Scale” consisted of more than 
150 sessions broken down into 18 parallel 
tracks, 15 at the Qwest Center and three 
in the Hilton hotel across the street. In 
addition, more than 100 people attended 
pre-convention workshops in such topics 
as grant writing. About 425 papers were 
presented at the conference, selected from 
more than 675 papers from across the 
globe. 

The cost to attend the conference ranged 
from $200 for an early student member of 
the AIS to $545 for an on-site corporate new 
or renewing member. More information is 
available online at the conference website, 
amcis2005.isqa.unomaha.edu.

Tuition, room and board is only the 
beginning. 
_ The cost of going off to college not only 


trumps annual K-12 expenditures by a long 


shot but will be up 33.8 percent from last 
year to an estimated $34.4 billion, according 
to a consumer survey released Aug. 16. 

To outfit the average college freshman, 
parent and student will spend an average 
$1,151.68, based on a survey by BlIGresearch 
for the National Retail Federation. About 
half of that ($540.35) will be on consumer 
electronics. 

It doesn’t get much better sophomore 
year. The average is $1,028.57 as many 
students leave the dorm for a first apartment 
and shell ouit for bedding and bookshelves. 

When. the amount spent on college 
trappings is added to the $13.4 billion spent 
on the younger student population, the 
combined $47.8 billion makes back to school 


the second-largest shopping season behind 
the Christmas holiday, NRF said. 

“The spending power of college students 
is something that retailers are just beginning 
to grasp. And there is no sign that this market 
is slowing down,” said NRF president and 
chief executive Tracy Mullin. 

Many chains are turning their stores into 
back-to-college destinations. 

J.C. Penney Co., Sears, Roebuck and Co. 
and Wal-Mart Stores Inc. prominently push 


~ campus solutions on their Web sites. 


The Container Store, based in. Coppell, 


_ has outfitted model dorm rooms on several 


college campuses since the 1980s. 

But it’s not shower caddies and desk 
lamps that will make the biggest dent in the 
checkbook, NRF found. 

Textbooks will be the single-biggest 
expenditure for back to college at $11.9 
billion - more than twice the $5.7 billion that 
students and parents will spend on clothes. 

Consumer electronics spending 
is expected to be up $700 million to $8.2 
billion. 


ABC anchor Peter Jennings dies at 67

Peter Jennings, the Canadian high school 
dropout who became an urbane, steady 
mainstay as one of America’s top anchors, 
died Aug. 14 at age 67. 

_ Jennings died at his New York home, 
ABC News President David Westin. 

“Peter has been our colleague, our friend, 

and our leader in so many ways. None of us 


will be the same without him,’ Westin told. 


The Associated Press. 

Jennings had disclosed in April that he 
had lung cancer. 

“I was a smoker until about 20 years ago, 
and I was weak and I smoked over 9-11,” he 
told viewers of ABC’s World News Tonight. 


“But whatever the reason, the news does slow . 


you down a bit.” 
Jennings continued to critique and 


_ plan the newscast as he received treatment, 


but he did not return to the air after his 
announcement. He was the last anchor still on 
the job of the three who dominated broadcast 


news for two decades. NBC’s Tom Brokaw left ° 


the anchor chair in December, and CBS’ Dan 
Rather departed in March. 


To his duties Jennings brought a sharp 


intelligence, a sophisticated manner and a 
palpable enthusiasm. He was the face of ABC 
News and a forceful presence behind the 
scenes as principal editor of World News 
Tonight. ~ 

“Some people continue to pretend that 
anchor people are reporters,” Jennings said 
in 2004. “We're editors. We have a chance to 
report from time to time.” 

At that time, he relished going to Iraq 
to anchor the newscast, work with reporters 
and gain a better sense of the war. Jennings 
scoffed at critics who found such anchor trips 
meaningless. 

“I help everybody’s understanding in 
the news division,” he said. “Forgive me for 
sounding arrogant about it, but I'm a pretty 
decent reporter.” 

That was an understatement. He was 
a top-flight correspondent who covered the 
Middle East, South Africa and Eastern Europe. 
He brought ABC prestige with his reporting in 
1972 when Arab terrorists took Israeli athletes 
hostage at the Summer Olympics in Munich. 

World News Tonight was built around 
Jennings’ strengths, especially international 
reporting, said executive producer Jon 
Banner. 

“He is the broadcast,” Banner said. 

Colleagues pointed to him as a mentor 
who pushed them to do their best work. 

Jennings enjoyed a career highlight on 
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Dec. 31, 1999, by ushering the country into the 
millennium. With wit and grace, he guided 
the 25-hour coverage, titled ABC 2000, that 
won a Peabody. 

He earned more high marks for his 
anchoring after the terrorist attacks in 2001. TV 
Guide named Jennings, Brokaw and Rather 
television’s most valuable players of the year 
and praised their “tireless professionalism.” 

Jennings was first and foremost an anchor, 
said Andrew Tyndall, who analyzes network 


news ss the weekly newsletter Tyndall — 


ie WET ord for him,” 
Tyndall said. “He’s knowledgeable about 
the world. He takes everything in stride. He 
doesn’t get overwhelmed by events.” 


Jennings, who joined ABC News in 1964, - 
had three stints as a network anchor. He hada 


bumpy tenure from: 1965 to 1968. 

In 1997, he recalled, “I spent all these years 
trying to seek forgiveness fot my ineptitude 
the first time I did it.” 


From. 1978 to 1983, he shared anchor duties 


with Frank Reynolds and Max Robinson. 
Jennings became the sole anchor in 1983 after 
Reynolds died. 

Jennings used his anchor status to enrich 
prime time with newsy specials on abortion, 
gun control, Haiti, Bosnia and the South 
American drug trade. His love for history 
propelled programs on the 20th century, early 
Christianity, John F. Kennedy’ S assassination 
and Martin Luther King Jr’s "I Have a Dream’ 
speech. Jennings’ output reflected his wide 
range of interests, from UFOs to Little League 
baseball. 

The ABC anchor also tried to reach 
children with specials on prejudice, AIDS and 
the 2001 terrorist attacks. With Todd Brewster, 
Jennings wrote the books The Century and In 
Search of America. 

But the anchor said the thought of writing 
a memoir made him self-conscious. He was 
born in 1938 in Toronto. His mother, Elizabeth, 
was a supporter of the arts. His father, Charles, 
was a radio broadcaster who later became an 
executive at the Canadian Broadcasting Corp. 

At age 9, Peter had his own radio show 
on the CBC, but he later dropped out of high 
school and attended college briefly. In 1997, he 
received an honorary doctorate from Carlton 
University in Ottawa. 

“I went there about 10 minutes to night 
school,” he said. “Then I stopped.” 

That didn’t keep him from winning the 


-most prestigious honors in American television 


journalism, including 14 national Emmys 


_and two Peabody Awards. He became a US. | 


citizen in 2003. 
He is survived by his wife, Kayce Freed, 
and two children from a previous marriage.

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Study finds textbook costs soaring

A Government Accountability Office 
study of U.S. college textbook pricing 
confirms students’ complaints: Prices 
have skyrocketed, driven by frequent 
new editions and extra materials such as 
workbooks and CD-ROMs, and the same 
textbooks often cost less overseas. 

Since 1986, textbook costs have 
increased by 186 percent, at double the 
rate of inflation, the U.S. GAO concluded 
in a report released Tuesday. That rise, 
combined ‘with the 240 percent increase 
in the average cost of tuition and fees 
in the same period, can create barriers 
to college, particularly for low-income 
students. | 

The 


report makes no 


recommendations, presenting just a 
factual. explanation of escalating prices 
and the cost differences between here and

abroad. 

But student advocates said Tuesday 
they hope having the GAO validate their 
claims will galvanize colleges to push 
for textbook practices that help students 
save money, such as asking publishers to 
sell books separately from other learning 


‘materials that often go unused. 


“Our experience is the publishers do 
not respond to students,” said Merriah 
Fairchild, a higher-education advocate 
with the California Student Public 
Interest Research Group, which has 
been studying textbook costs since 2003. 
“Professors and college administrators 
are the ones publishers say they take their 
cues from.” 

U.S. Rep. David Wu, a Democrat 
from Oregon, sought the GAO study 


after learning that students were ordering 


U.S. textbooks from Amazon.com’s 
United Kingdom Web site because they 
were much cheaper abroad. The report 
concludes that price differences from 
country to country 
largely come down 
to local “market

The Association of American 
Publishers took issue with the data used 
by the GAO, saying the figures don’t 
reflect the true cost of books to students. 
Independent numbers produced by 
college bookstores and “American 
publishers show the average full-time 
student at a four-year university spends 
$580 a year on textbooks, not the $898 the 
report claims. 

Publishers have taken steps in recent 
years to reduce costs, the group. said, 
including issuing low-cost texts, electronic 
books, black-and-white editions and 
abbreviated editions. 

__ Ina statement, the publishers group 
defended bundling 
instructional aids with textbooks, saying 
they were developed at the request of 
professors and respond to students’ 


supplementary 


academic needs. As more students attend 
college, they have a broad range of skill 
levels and learning styles that benefit 
froma range of materials, said the group's 
CEO, Patricia Schroeder. 

This is the first time the GAO has 
looked at textbook prices. The government 
has no oversight of the publishing 
industry, “but there is an overall public 
policy interest in the cost of college, 
particularly for lower income students 
and their families,” said Cindy Fagnoni, 
who manages the section of the GAO that 
produced the report. “Our work shows 
that textbooks make up a significant share 
of college costs, especially at the type of 
colleges low-income students attend.” 

The report found that textbooks 
account on average for only 8 percent of 
the cost of tuition and fees for full-time 
students at a private university full time, 
but it is a much.

Dave and Buster’s brings a new concept to Omaha

I knew before I even walked through 
the decorative “D&B” archway that I was 
going to like this place. 

For weeks I'd been hearing the rumors. 
Little whispers here and there about a 
national franchise called Dave and Buster’s 
that was coming to Omaha. I’d never heard 
of the place before. A lot of my friends hadn't, 
either. All I knew was that it was supposed 


to be like an arcade for adults. A place where 


dorks-at-heart and grown-up kids could go 


to do two of their favorite pastimes: play 
video games and drink booze. 

The great thing about this place is that 
you can do them both at the same time. So 
sweet. I don’t know how many times my 
friends and I used to joke that if we could 
drink at Family Fun Center, it would be 
perfect. It's not a new concept, either. In 
places like Japan, the two activities go hand- 
in-hand. 

Dave and Buster’s started in the United 
States in 1982 in Dallas. Since then, the 
franchise has scattered dozens of locations 
all over the country and in Canada. And late 
this summer, Omaha was finally added to 


the list when the company opened its new 
location at 2502 S. 1334 Plaza. It’s nestled 
between Big Lots and Office Max, just off 
13294 and Center streets in Omaha. 

A few days after D&B opened late this 
summer, I grabbed some friends and headed 
out to see if the place would live up to all the 
buzz I'd been hearing. 

Walking up to the entrance, the first 
thing I noticed was an outdoor patio area 
where a diverse crowd of people were eating 
and drinking. I saw your typical soccer 
mom trying like hell to get a group of kids 
to stop shooting spitballs at each other. The 
next table over, a few twenty-somethings sat 


enjoying some margaritas and appetizers. 

As I strolled through the doors, I was 
greeted by what looked like a bouncer in 
a suit who checked our IDs. I later learned 
that while the under-21 crowd is allowed 
inside, they have to be accompanied by an 
adult. If I was under 21, I would despise this 
rule, but being a little older now, I actually 
liked this policy. It probably does a good 
job of keeping the riff-raff out, which was 
something I hated about other arcades: too 
many damn thugs and annoying underage 
girls running around yelling.

If there’s something strange on 
campus, however, call campus security 
instead. Not only do they hand out tickets 
and boot your car when you’ve amassed 
a lump sum of $379 in tickets in one 
semester (is that just me?), they are also the 
ones to call when you are in trouble. 

[have found (after the booting incident) 
that the people at campus security are 
understanding, especially when I ran over 
and broke the electric arm off the parking 
garage when my flip-flop got wedged as 
I scrounged in my car for change. In fact, 
they offer a ton of services free of charge 
to students, staff and faculty of UNO that 
many people may not know about. 

For example, the campus security 
department is there to help with vehicle 
assists such asjumpstarting stalled vehicles, 
helping with tire changes, opening vehicles 
that the driver has locked the keys inside, 
and obtaining gas if the need arises.

Paying for College is in the cards 
for creative students

Why slog through lengthy financial 
applications or spend time competing for 
iffy scholarships when a little creativity 
and entrepreneurship can score you some 
college funds, Steve Clark says. 

The fifth-year religious studies and 
public administration major at California 
State’University at Fullerton and his buddies 
used these inventive ways to meet their 
last-minute financial needs: 

Clear out your closets or buy used 
clothes at thrift stores and sell them on eBay. 
Total raised: $1,200. 

Umpire summer softball games. Total 
raised: $600-$700 over a two-month period. 

Find a theme, print up some T-shirts 
and sell them. Total raised: $700. 

Host a poker tournament with a $50 
buy-in. Total raised: $1,500 (They supplied 
chips and drinks.) 

Clark, 22, of Garden Grove, Calif., who 
also works full-time for the city of Cypress, 
Calif., had to get one $5,000 loan during 
his studies but expects to graduate in May 
with no college debt. Of course, then there’s 
graduate school...

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around. The place is actually bigger than 
it looks from the outside. There’s a large 
dining area with access to the outdoor 
patio on one side of the building. On the 
other side is the gaming area, and between 
the two is a nicely-sized bar area. 

Heading to the bar first, bellied up 
and looked over the drink menu. Prices 
aren't listed on the menu, which worried 
me at first, because usually that means 
drinks are going to be expensive. I ordered 
a vodka tonic though, and was happy 
when I didn’t have to pull more than five 
bucks out of my wallet. 

As I sipped the vodka and puffed on 
a cigarette, | smirked as I continued to 
look over the drink menu. They’ve got a 
huge selection of what I call “fruity-girly- 
drinks,” most of which I’d never even heard 
of before. There’s also a nice selection of 
specialty martinis and cocktails. I haven't 
tried it yet, but my buddy says the “Alien 
Secretion” is to die for. 

The drink situation gets even better 
during the weeknights. D&B has a late- 
night happy hour on Sunday through 
Thursday from 10 p.m. ‘til close. Almost 
all drinks are half price. On a later visit 
that same week, I came for the happy hour 
and spent less than nine bucks for two 
vodka tonics and two specialty shots. 

Okay, enough about the food and 
drinks. ..let’s talk games. 

I was a little disappointed at the 
selection that D&B offers. The game floor is 
basically separated into two areas; one for 
video games and one for ticket-dispensing 
games. The video game _ selection 
leaves a lot to be desired. Although the 
majority of the games are new, there’s an 
overabundance of racing and shooting 
games. There’s not one single fighting 
game like Tekken or Street Fighter in the 
entire place. In fact, the only joystick-type 
games I’ve seen are a few nostalgia games 
tucked away in the corner.

I’ve heard through the grapevine that 
D&B might have plans for expanding, so 
hopefully theyll add some real games 
to the mix like Tekken 5. As for right 
now though, you better be a big fan of 
Time Splitters and the like to really enjoy 
yourself. 

The ticket-dispensing games are pretty 
diverse. They’ve got a wide variety of skill 
and chance games to rack up tickets. All 
the tickets you win can be deposited into 
a personal account so you can save them 
up and cash them in at a later time. One 
cool thing about.the prizes they have is 
that it’s not all just your usual kiddie stuff. 
There’s actually some cool stuff to choose 
from—everything from D&B-logo T-shirts 
and shot glasses to power tools and Sony 
PSPs. 

Of course, it’s like any other ticket 
gaming place; you'll end up spending way 
more to get the tickets than you would to 
just go out and buy the item. But the large 
selection of ticket games keeps it fun, and 
there’s something immensely satisfying 
about being able to play Skee Ball while 
you're getting drunk and clutching a beer. 

One final drawback about D&B is 
that all the games—video and _ticket- 
dispensing—are really overpriced. D&B 
uses a credit-card like system instead 
of tokens to pay for games. You buy a 
“Power Card” for $2, and then buy credits 
on the card, which can be refilled at any 
time. The best deal you can get is paying 
$27 for about 160 credits. The worst deal 
is $1 for three credits. All games range in 
price from about two credits to 25 credits, 
with your average game costing about 
four credits. | 

In the end, D&B exceeded my 
expectations and will no doubt be one of 
my new hangouts. It’s a little pricey to go 
more than once per week, but if you drink 
during happy hour and limit your game- 
playing, you'll come out ahead.

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Madden monopoly hits gamers with “Truck Stick”

The remote control has 
become an extension of my hands. 
The clock shows 4 a.m. I clearly 
have a problem. I am a Madden 
addict. 

Just weeks off the shelves and 
I am one of thousands with the 
same affliction. EA Sports released 
Madden NFL 06 earlier this month, 
and it is once again sweeping the 
video game world. 

There are a few new features 
this year, but possibly the biggest 
change is not Madden itself, but 
the market (or lack-there-of) in 
which it thrives. Heading into 
this season, Electronic Arts (EA) 
purchased all gaming rights to the 
NEL, creating a monopoly on the 
NFL video game industry. Sega 
had released a very successful 
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ESPN NFL 2K5 last year but is 
now forced out of the market. 
That means three things: EA 
doesn’t have to try as hard to 
create an innovative product, EA 
can charge whatever it feels like 
for its game and the only other 
option for an NFL game is NFL 
Street, another EA title. 

Even though I had no 
alternative, I would have likely 
purchased Madden because of its 
compatibility with EA’s College 
Football 06. Madden also made this 
“The year of the quarterback” with 
the new “Vision Control” passing, 
a feature I am still trying to figure 
out. The feature allows the gamer 
to see the field with progressive 
reads as a quarterback would. If 
your "vision cone” highlights a 
receiver, you have a better chance 
of completing the pass. You can 
even place the ball in the right 
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position for the receiver. Neat 
feature, but very confusing. 

The other big addition 
is “Superstar Mode.” This is 
clearly lifted from the ESPN 
series of games, and it is a big 
disappointment. You start about 
by selecting your created players’ 
parents to determine your genetics 
and the position he will be best 
suited for. This is completely 
random, so getting the right mix 
can be time consuming. You 
are then brought into your new 
apartment where you operate all 
aspects of your Superstar’s career. 
Former Denver Bronco Terrell 
Davis is your mentor, taking you 
through the NFL draft and other 
mode-specific features. He, along 
with the agent you pick, your 
Webmaster, NFL Network’s Rich 
Eisen and a few others send you 
voice mails and text messages on 
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For more information, call 554-2711 or come 
into the Milo Bail Student Center, First floor.

your cell phone. 

Other things you 
can do are check your 
game appearance in 
the mirror, check your 
Web site and explore 
your city with a map. 
The map is a joke. You 
can ask your agent 
things only out of 
greed, get your haircut 
by a barber, and go 
to a_ tattoo parlor. 
The latter two were 
previously available 
in every mode on the 
appearance screen. 

Last year’s 
ESPN allowed you 
to decorate your 
crib with team and 


player-specific items, 


something unavailable 

in the dorm-style 
iT1ES Madden apartment. 
Those decoration 


items purchased in 
ESPN also had some 
cheats that went 
along with them, in 
addition to looking 
cool. Madden’s feature 
is just awful, making 
me miss ESPN. 

The best addition 
to Madden is the “Truck 
Stick.” A simple touch 
of the R3 button (on 
PS2) allows a defender 
to bull rush or “jack

up” a ball carrier. The same move 
on offense allows a ball carrier 
to make a would-be tackler pay 
for trying to bring him down. 
Often times, the ball carrier will 
maintain his footing and continue 
running. This realistically lends 
itself to fumbles, however. 

Other than that, things are 
pretty much the same as the last 
few years. Madden always seems 
to be a must-have, but the EA line 
just isn’t as good as it used to be. 
There was a time where it would: 
fight on an equal price line to 
pull out more gamers. Then, they 
began charging more, but still put 
out a decent product. Last year’s 
game was $50. At just $20, I feel 
ESPN was a better game. Even if 
it wasn't, there was no way that 
Madden was two and a half times 
better. The price wasn’t justified, 
and EA knew that they would 
lose buyers. They purchased their 
monopoly, and fans are the ones 
who suffer. I purchased ESPN last 
year to fill in the holes left by 
Madden. Now, we miss out on 
the chance to get both, ending up 
with one game and leaving a lot to 
be desired. 


Grade: B...but the slap in the 
face to the fans will turn that into 
a C. EA needs to put more effort 
into this, otherwise I'll be content 
with my 1992 computer game, 
Mike Ditka’s Ultimate Football. For 
now, still a must-have.

The crowd grew impatient as they 
waited for the band to take the stage. A 
steadily increasing rhythm of clapping grew 
out of the audience, and as the lights went 


down, The Faint took the stage, and it was. 


extraordinary. 


The show on Aug. 16 was their second 
sold out concert at Sokol Auditorium in two 
days. The Omaha natives recently finished 
up a tour with Bright Eyes, and were about 
to kick off their first tour of Mexico. 

The Faint’s own concoction of nu- 
wave and punk, with electronic influence is 
enough to make almost anyone dance badly 
and uncontrollably. The incredibly upbeat 
music blends keyboards and synthesizers 
with guitar, bass, and drums that drive each 
song into your head. 

The show was opened by local band, 
The Mariannes, whose performance was 
marred by poor sound quality. While they 
were never terrible, they were never great. 
Their short set was marked by this inability 
to rise above mediocrity. 

Orenda Fink—formally of Azure Ray 
and another Saddle Creek regular—followed 
them up. She was playing in support of her 
new solo album, Invisible Ones, released on 
Aug. 23. While the music was interesting 
and the vocals excellent, her set lacked the 
upbeat tempo that people coming to see 
the Faint would expect. The highlight of 
her performance was an exceptional piano 
rendition of the song “Do You Realize?” by 


the Flaming Lips. 

The Faint took the stage around 10 p.m. 
with the song “How Could I Forget?” Most 
of the set consisted of tracks from the two 
latest albums, Wet From Birth and Danse 
Macabre, though some older material was 
also played. 

They even played some rarer material, 
such as “Take Me to the Hospital” from the 
Saddle Creek 50 compilation. 

The Faint’s live show takes full 
advantage of lighting, which the band does 
itself to give the performance more of a 
club-like atmosphere. In the background, 
visualizations that were made to go with 
each song are projected on two sets of 
screens. With the visual and lighting effects, 
and the pounding music, Faint shows are an 
explosion to the senses. 

After they finished their set with crowd 
favorite “Worked Up So Sexual,” they were 
pulled back onto the stage by the crowds 
chants for an encore. What the crowd got 
was a dropkick to the senses, as they played 
four more songs including “Dropkick the 
Punks” and “Southern Belles in London 
Sing.” 

They finished their set with “Agenda 
Suicide,” while the music video was projected 
behind them. 

Fans of The Faint that have not seen 
one of their live shows—and: even those 
who aren’t fans—do not know what they 
are missing. They put on one of the most 
energetic and entertaining performances that 
I have ever seen.

Rock and roll bad boy and former 
Motley Crue drummer Tommy Lee takes 
a stab at college, Nebraska-style. 

Last fall, Lee moved to Lincoln to 
film a reality television show on the 
UNL campus following his attempt at 
a college career. The series “Tommy Lee 
goes to College” began last Tuesday on 
NBC with the airing of the first two of 
six episodes. 

According to Nielsen Media 
Research, “Tommy Lee” finished third 
in its 8:00 p.m. timeslot and second 
at 8:30. The show drew 5.3 million 
viewers during the first episode and 
6.1 million viewers during the second. 
Most important to advertisers though, 
it rated highly among its most coveted 
demographic—18 to 49-year olds. 

In the first episode, Lee bid his 
momma goodbye and set off for college. 
Upon arriving, he was met with the 
appropriate stares and the sort of parking 
that could convince me to look a little 
closer at the school. In true reality show 
style, one of our first confessionals was 
of the Chancellor Harvey Perlmans’s 
secretary, Beth Griffin, declaring Lee 
to be handsome. My first snicker came 
as Lee tells Perlman, “It’s a beautiful 
campus” and Perlman responds with, 
“We think so...don’t trash it.” Our 
proud new Husker then embarks on his 
collegiate career. 

The show featured some bits most 
students and teachers can instantly 
recognize from their own classroom 
experiences. Lee arrives in class late, 
falls asleep and gets called on. Since he 
jumps in mid-semester he finds himself 
lost in lectures and behind on reading. 
I believe the look of panic in Lee’s 
eyes and the lump he swallowed were 


genuine when asked if he would have a 
book read for the following week. 

By the time the second episode hit, 
and Lee had started getting into the 
student schedule. He was a bit more 
participatory in his classes, taking notes, 
answering questions and taking part 
(and even holding his own) in group 
discussions. He also began his quest in 
trying out for the UNL marching band. 
Reportedly, Lee had to actually try out 
for the drumline. From the viewers’ 
angle, it was clear the band leaders and 
faculty were not going to let just any 
show pony walk on, regardless of their 
“qualifications.” 

The four-head tom is apparently 
something Lee has not been acquainted 
with since high school. The same goes 
for reading sheet music. The early 
practices were amusing in that they 
were a far cry from any of the drumming 
or rehearsals Lee has undergone over 
the last twenty years. At one point, 
his frustration became evident when 
he threw his drums on the ground. 
While the episode was to have left us 
wondering if he would make, there’s 
no need to hold your breath. Lee played 
drums during the half-time show of last 
year’s Nebraska- Baylor game. 

As “real” as some of this may 
seem, this college experience is still 
skewed through the looking glass. 
From the blonde squealing fan-girl

Saddle Creek calls the release “one of the 
most stunning listens of the summer” 
and while I wouldn’t go so far as to agree 
with that statement, it is hard to find 
anything about the album to criticize. 
If you enjoy music from groups like 
Azure Ray, Garbage, or Enya, and have 
been a fan of Saddle Creek’s previous 
releases, then do yourself a favor and 
pick up Orenda Fink’s “Invisible Ones” 
on August 23. 


This book has more substance 
then the others and may disappoint 
those who are used to more action in 
their Potter books, but it appears to be 
setting up things very nicely for the 
final installment.

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Strong core, good recruits give UNO soccer optimistic outlook

The UNO soccer team, after earning 
the top spot in the North Central 
Conference preseason poll, is returning 
strong this season with a solid core and 
eight sturdy new recruits. 

The Mavericks are ranked fourth in 
the National Soccer Coaches Association 
of America preseason poll. 

After winning last year’s conference 
regular season and finishing third in 
the NCAA tournament, -this year’s 
team has 13 returning letter winners, 
including six all-region players: All- 
American Beth McGill, forward Brandie 
Beale, midfielder Amber Richardson, 
defenders Becca Fritz and Meghan Pile 
and goalkeeper Amy Price. 

Returning this season are 76 percent 
of last year’s point scorers, 74 percent 
of their goal scorers and 79 percent of 
their assists. McGill led UNO in point 
scoring, goal scoring and. assists last 
year, scoring 51 points off 20 goals and 
11 assists. ; 

Coach Don Klosterman is confident, 
saying that this is the best team he has 


seen in the seven years this program has ~ 


been at UNO. 

“They play hard all the time, they 
practice hard all the time and they'll 
compete hard all the time,” Klosterman 
said. 

“They’re all All-Americans in my 
mind. All of them.” 

McGill is looking forward to a 
winning season, and all of the senior 
girls are confident with the incoming 
recruits. 

“T's a really good recruiting class,” 
said Price. 


Fellow senior Pile agreed, adding

“They understand how hard we play.” 
Freshman forward Casey Bigsby is 

living her dream to be on a collegiate 

soccer team, and despite having just 


recovered from mono, is ready to give 
the team everything she has in the 
upcoming practices and games. Bigsby 
scored 70 points in her high school 


career, with 26 goals and 18 assists. 

Freshman defender Amanda 
Iwansky had similar sentiments. 

“I’m looking forward to playing 
with all the talent on this team,” Iwansky 
said. 

The Mavericks will open their season 
with an away game against Central 


Okalahoma this Friday at 4 p.m. This 
will be the Mavs’ first game against the 
Central Okalahoma Bronchos, and Price 
is confidant, but a little nervous about 


not knowing how this team plays. The 
Bronchos are ranked 23 in the NSCAA 


preseason poll. 
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McCaslin, recently switched from a 4-3 
formation into a 3-4. The 3-4 alignment 
has three defensive linemen instead of 
four and four linebackers instead of 
three. Behrns stated the reason for the 
scheme switch was for personnel reasons, 
with more linebacker type players than 
defensive linemen. 

“We started doing the 3-4 formation 
in the spring and we still implement 
some of our 4-3 schemes out of it,” 
McCaslin said. “But it is something that 
helps our depth in the defensive line 
and takes advantage of our linebacker’s 
abilities.” 

The three starting linebackers, 
Taiwo and Kenny Onatolu and Bobby 
Danenhauer combined for 239 tackles in 
2004, but McCaslin emphasized that this 
isn’t the only group that'll be the strength 
of this year’s defense. The defensive line 
has three seniors, including Luke Ridder 
and Cramer who combined for 95 tackles 
and 15 tackles for loss in 2004. 

With the defense running more zone 
last season, McCaslin has put together 
some blitzing packages with hopes of 
making opposing quarterbacks release 
the ball quicker. This would help out 
UNO’s young secondary, which contains

only one senior and ranked sixth in the 
NCC in passing defense in 2004. 

“One thing we’re focusing on is 
our third and long situations, because | 
remember last year there was a team that 
converted every third and long on our 
defense,” McCaslin said. 


McCaslin also emphasized that 


working on missed tackles will be 
important in order for the Maverick’s 
defense to have a successful season. 

Special teams are another important 
factor in order for UNO to have a 
successful 2005 campaign. Junior place 
kicker Andy Severson had a decent 
season in 2004, nailing 9 out of 14 field 
goals and was 5 for 5 inside the 30, but 
punter Don Grafton ranked sixth in the 
NCC in net punting average, averaging 
35.6 yards per punt. | 

“Both our punter and kicker have 
to be better,” Behrns said. “We need to 
average four more yards per punt and 
our kicker needs to score more and kick 
the ball in the end zone on kickoffs, 
which are some things we’ve been trying 
to rectify for a year now.” 

The Maverick playershaveundergone 
bumps and bruises, but a knee injury to 
All-NCC tight end Zac Herold has forced 
the offense to shuffle its 
players and sophomore 
Jake Krause will replace

Hybrid vehicles are at the crossroads

Imagine the public outrage if it were 
discovered that Philip Morris developed a cure 
for cancer but used it to merely make cigarettes 
taste better. While that is fictional, something 
very similar, and very real, may be happening 
to hybrid vehicles. 

Rightnow there are more than 100,000 fuel- 
efficient hybrid vehicles on the road in America, 
most notably the Toyota Prius, Honda Civic 
Hybrid and the Ford Escape Hybrid. Hybrid 
sales shot up a remarkable 81 percent in 2004, 
and, based on early projections for 2005, there 
appears no end in sight to hybrids’ popularity. 

Unfortunately, some automakers are 
offering models that fall far short of their 


The best hybrid vehicles use advanced 
technologies thatblend gas and electric power to 


_cteate fuel-efficient, consumer-friendly cars and 


SUVs. While Ford, Honda and Toyota’s hybrids 
set new standards for fuel economy, General 
Motors has short-changed the technology by 
introducing “hollow hybrids” that barely 
increase fuel economy 1-2 miles per gallon. 

For example, the “hybrid” versions 
of GM’s Chevrolet Silverado and GMC 
Sierra pickups use only conventional 
technology improvements rather than the 
full conte of gas-electric engines 
(these pickup trucks could easily lh 
30-35 miles per gallon if GM had done a 
better job). 

But GM is not stopping there. Its 
“Green Line” Satum VUE and Chevy 
Malibu “hybrid” will be only marginally 
more fuel-efficient. 

While mislabeling conventional cars as 


hybrids is disturbing, GM’s plans to hybridize 


‘its massive Yukon and Tahoe SUVs in 2007 is 


a potential poison to the market. GM officials 
call these vehicles “strong” hybrids, which may 


well be a euphemism. for “muscle hybrids” _ 


vehicles that use hybrid technology primarily 
for performance rather than significantly 
boosting fuel economy. 

- This obsession with performance is what 
led to our nation’s dependence on foreign oil 
in the first place. As a new report from the 
Environmental Protection Agency shows, leaps 


in engine technology over the past 20 years . 


have been used almost exclusively to make cars 


faster and heavier, not more efficient. 

True hybrids can play an important part 
in reducing both our dependence on foreign oil 
and the emissions that cause global warming 
pollution. 

Our government should foster such 
hybrids. 

New federal tax credits for hybrids are 
starting in 2006, which is a positive step. 


But it could be better. For instance, the 
four-wheel drive Toyota Highlander Hybrid 
will actually get a larger tax credit than the 
more fuel-efficient two-wheel version. “Gas 

‘ incentives like this could encourage 
hybrid buyers (and hybrid producers) to upsize 
their power and downsize their fuel economy 
benefits. 

Everyone from auto executives and 
engineers to city council members and 
consumers has a part to play. For two decades 
we have been in the fast lane of foreign oil 
dependence. Now is the time to use hybrid 
technology to take the road less traveled. ‘Too 
much is at stake to let the benefits of hybrids go 
up in smoke.
